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A New Era Dawns 



We sincerely believe that the offi- 
cial dedication of Buckhorn Lake To- 
morrow will precipitate the dawning of 
a new era for the intrepid citizens of 
Perry County and Eastern Kentucky. 
We are in need of a new era. one in 
which our men have work, our children 
have clothes, food, and education, and 
all citizens as a county, are united 
against the agitation and misery of the 
past two years, caused not by Perry 
Countians, but by outsiders. 

Buckhorn Lake can help blaze the 
way to this new era because it accom- 
plishes several things. First, it offers 
the people of our county recreational 
and park facilities second to none: this 
is something our county has sorely 
acked since its founding. Previously, 
a boating or picnicing outing would take 
a journey of at least sixty miles. Now 
it is literally around the curve. 

Secondly, it will bring good public- 
ity to Perry, something our county has 
not had in many years, with the excep- 
tion of athletic teams. Thirdly, it could 
become a major tourist attraction, and 
tourists mean a turnover in money, 
money that is coming in for a change, 
not going out. 

And, lastly, it will offer tourists a 
jumping-off place to other state parks 
and attractions in Eastern Kentucky, 
such as Jenny Wiley State Park a* Pres- 
tonsburg, and the proposed Kingdom 
Come Lake near Cumberland, deep in 
the majestic region of Pine Mountain. 

We are all aware of tourist eco- 
nomics. so envision the following: (1) a 
four-lane highway from thp central part 
of the state straight into Hazard, reduc- 
ing a three-hour drive to ninety min- 
utes; 2) a lake situated high in the 
mountains near Buckhorn with a mag- 
nificent lodge, beautiful scenery, and 
complete laking facilities: 3> the contin- 
ued drawing power of La Citadelle, atop 
the mountain overlooking the county 
seat; and, 4) Magic Mountain, a modern 
dream and tourist magnet. 

The person with foresight, and we 
are blessed with many such people in 
our county, can look at this and realize 
the vast potential it entails and prom- 
ises our area. 

Some, however have a narrow vis- 
age and cannot see this potential. Others 
are skeptical, asking, so what, does it 
provide me with a job? The answer is 
simple, think!!' Tourists mean jobs for 
many Perry Countians, that is obvious, 
but delve further. A healthy tourist 
area, readily accessible to the outside, 
abundant in resources (coal timber, and 
people) will be attractive to industries, 
and industries mean employment for 
many. 

It may take a few years, but the 
potential we have, the chance we’re get- 
ting to change from a depressed area 
to a progressive community, the willing- 
ness and dedication of our citizens to 
throw off the poverty, these are awe- 
some factors in our behalf There is a 
rugged spirit in our people that adver- 



sary cannot overcome. 

The preceding is what we envision 
from the opening of Buckhorn Lake. 
We are optimistic for our county. Our 
future is no longer bleak, regardless of 
what various agitation committees claim. 
There is a life to be had in this county 
for those with the courage and heart to 
stay and help. We don’t want or need 
the faint-hearted, the skeptics, and the 
lackadaisicals. 

The late President, John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, summed our feeling when he 
said, “This is a time for courage and a 
time of challenge. Neither conformity 
nor complacency will do. Neither the 
fanatic nor the fainthearted are need- 
ed. Let us stand together with renewed 
confidence in our cause.” These elo- 
quent words of a great man should ring 
throughout our mountains as a dedica- 
tory message for a renewed effort to 
help our area progress and grow. 

All of our development, both re- 
alized and potential, cannot be attribut- 
ed to one man; it has been a community 
project. But there is one man who 
deserves special mention. 

Former Governor Bert T. Combs 
had the vision and faith to open up the 
mountains and give us our chance, a 
chance our citizens are determined to 
make the most of. This newspaper is 
a staunch admirer and supporter of Bert 
Combs. A finer man, a better person, 
has never and will never sit on Capitol 
Hill in Frankfort — unless Gov. Combs 
runs for that office next time around. 

We urge Perry Countians to attend 
the dedication of the lake and lodge, not 
only to honor the man who made it 
possible, but to get in on the ground 
floor of Perry’s progression upward. 
Buckhorn Lake is on the ground floor 
of our forward surge. Buckhorn Lake 
is a boon to Perry County, it is a boon 
to the mountains, and most of all, it 
promises the dawning of a new era for 
our citizens.

Frankfort — 

There are many satisfactions of being the 
ehief executive officer of a state — the opportun- 
ities it gives to help in a meaningful way in 
economic development and the creation of new 
jobs, to help in the conservation and best use 
of natural resources and scenic beauty, to par- 
ticipate in the plans for new roads and new 
community facilities such as health centers, 
rcbools. small lakes and recreation areas, and 
to have part In programs in which State parti- 
cipation helps each local community become 
a better place to live. 

And though all these matters are important 
(after all. they are wihat State Government is 
all about), one of the warmest and most heart- 
felt satisfactions in being governor of Kentucky 
is something very simple— the opportunity it 
gives to meet fellow Kentuckians. 

This is what I have found in my first eight 
months of office and I’m sure it’s been true of 
all mv predecessors way back to Isaac Shelby 
in 1792 when the Commonwealth first come into 
being. 

It’s one of the reasons why “portable State 
Government” — taking State Government for a 
day to communities in every part of Kentucky — 
is so enjoyable. ' 

Of course that’s not the reason for taking 
State Government to the people. The idea in 
continuing this plan Initiated by former Gover- 
nor Bert Combs is to give local citizens, especial- 
ly those who cannot come to Frankfort, an op- 
portunity to explain in detail the problems their 
community faces and to give those of us in State 
Government an opportunity to do what we can 
to help the community solve these problems.

1 was catching up with some paper work at 
mv borrowed desk in (the comfortable law 
library of Circuit Judge John Lair in the Har- 
rison County Courthouse when a man whose 
erect carriage belied his years came quietly in 



and sat down. 

I looked up and asked “What can I do 
for you, sir?” 

He smiled and answered. “I don’t want 
anything. Governor. I just came in to shake 
hands with you." 

He was William Alexander Penn, 80, who 
formerly graded hurley tobacco at the market 
in Hopkinsville, my home town, and who knew 
my fathpr, Edward T. Breathitt, also a tobacco 
man. Meeting people like Mr. Penn is one of 
the pleasures of “portable government.” 

Of course, most of the visitors have a prob- 
lem they need help with. In Cynthiana, for 
instance, there was one delegation asking the 
State to help in securing an appropriation in 
the 1965 Federal budget for planning for the 
proposed Falmouth flood- control reservior on 
the Licking River. This project would effect 
eight Kentucky counties and another delegation 
came to oppose construction of the reservoir. 

I explained in talking to both opponents and 
advocates of the Falmouth project that I flew 
over the area with President Johnson during the 
severe floods last March and saw at first-hand 
the thousands of water-logged acres and flood- 
ed homes and roads. I explained that one of 
my campaien pledges had been to cut flood 
damage in Kentucky to better utilize the state’s 
abundant water resources. For these compell- 
ing reasons I am an advocate of the flood-con- 
trol reservoirs, including the one at Falmouth, 
but I intend to make sure that the State does all 
in its power to see that those persons displaced 
by the project suffer no financial loss.

Recent 
additions or planned additions are the East Main 
Street project now making a showing under the 
booming enthusiasm of Wm. Bill Gorman, and 
hi- sidekick partner Attorney Bruce Stephens. 
Bill and Bruce, told me that “This was one 
Urban renewal project that would not be gov- 
ernment financed”, but would be financed by 
local funds. Sounds like a healthy situation. 

This shows that local institutions have great 
faith in Hazard and Perry County’s future. The 
renewers have not announced to us just what 
type of building or buildings will be placed on 
the lot that has removed the Reynolds Broom 
Factory building which has been vacant for 
quite some time, and needless to say was not 
helping either the tax till', or the town, as well 
as several smalt sub-standard buildings. 

We hope to be able to picture some type of 
a beautiful structure on this property within the 
next year. 

New homes continue to be erected in Perry 
and adjoining counties which speaks highly for 
the area. Take KY 15. there are so many new 
houses on it that the State certainly needs to 
build the balance of the Mountain Parkway or 
else tourist traffice will be bogged down getting 
from one point to another. One can pass the 
time of day from house to house now between 
Hazard and Whitesburg which is indeed a healthy 



sign. 

Above Sassafras several new homes have 
gone up within the past year or so and many 
eye-sores have gone down. A new Brick home 
just above the Sassafras bridge we would say in 
the $20,000 bracket has net been completed too 
long, and although the lot was carved out of the 
hillside the yard is already in beautiful lush 
green and the home looks as though it belongs 
there and in fact like it has always been there. 
Just above it another lot was carved out of the 
hillside and now nestled and snuggled there is 
a beautiful three or four bedroom brick taking 
shape. Here again, even before the brick is put 
on the wall, the lawn has been terraced and a 
beautiful coat of grass is taking a stand. 

Speaking of taking a stand, we think every 
good citizen should take a stand for our way of 
life, and any time any foreign element comes 
around telling us how terrible we are treated 
and what a terrible wav of life we h ive, then is 
when we should pet only take a stand, but even 
as our pioneers v ould have done, take a poke. 

Look all around us and see if most everyone 
is not b^ter off todrv than most of our pioneers 
were. Think of dear Grandma who when left 
a widow with eight or nine children, did not 
mince or cry or feel sorrv for herself but kept 
her little brood together by whatever means of 
honest and in most cases menial labor she could 
find. We mu?' say she did a fine job else why 
would we have so manv great lawyers, bankers, 
doctors, and many other outstanding business 
and community le-’derc as we have todav. Take 
inventory and quit whining and snuawking, so 
keep vour chin un and mak^ the best of what 
you have, and think of this fart however bad 
yotir rase may be there are bi'lions of people 
on the earth w'ho would love to trade places 
with you.

Neighbor, let’s take time and ask 
ounelvt a few questions about this unusual committee and 
its unique work r The sign on the door says the committee 

is “For Full Employment." 

Has its action been in keeping with this slogan? Just 
who are all these out-ofstate characters? what is their real 
mission as they descend upon Perry County? Are they here 
as angels < f mercy to help all of us poverty stricken, ignorant 
mountaineers; 

Who in our visitors’ minds, have become incapable of 
managing our own business? What Churches do these visi- 
tors attend? They have been holding many meetings through- 
out Perry County. Just what kind of meetings are these 
and for what purpose are they held? 

These are only i few questions we need to ask ourselves 
about these strange characters.

The 
crust is made from refrigerated cookies and hakes in a scant 
ten minutes — not long enough to know the oven has been on! The 
filling is a mixture of ice cream and canned apricot pie filling 
firmed with a bit of gelatin. It’s a dessert you can make in the 
cool of the morning or a day ahead, for appearance at a special 
party or family patio supper. It’s elegant to taste, easy to fix. 
Why not try it tonight? 

Apricot Ice Cream Pie 

1 roll refrigerated butterscotch Vi cup cold water 
nut cookies 1 can (2*/i cups) apricot pie 

1 tablespoon unflavored filling 

gelatin 1 pint vanilla ice cream 

Lightly grease and sugar the bottom and sides of a 9-inch pie 
pan. Cut cookie dough into slices Vi-inch thick. Line bottom 
and sides of pan with cookie slices, overlapping slightly to form 
a scalloped edge (use about Vi roll). Bake at 375’ for 8 to 10 
minutes, until light golden brown. Cool. 

Soften gelatin in cold water. Heat pie filling; gradually stir in 
gelatin and bring to boil. Add ice cream; stir until well blended. 
Spoon mixturo into cookie crust. Chill until firm, about 2 hours. 
Makes 9-inch pie.
